Rigid Restrictions Required 


The complex, and extremely serious, problems confront- 
ing the town as a result of the influx of gravel pits de- 
serve very serious attention, the more so because cons- 
truction of new highways is constantly increasing the need 
for the pits. 

The town has a gravel pit by-law, and the Selectmen are 
charged with the duty of enforcing restrictions they have 
placed on the operation of the pits. This is sometimes 
easy, when the pit operator is local and intends to remain 
in business here over a period of years. 

But the situation changes rapidly when big pit operators 
move in to take the gravel out in a rush, to fill areas 
where roads will be built. Sometimes these concerns do 
not pay much attention to requirements and restrictions. 
Indeed, while the very enforcement procedures are being 
carried out, the gravel is carted away in such a rush that 
it is possible to finish the job before the enforcement can 
be accomplished. 

Three of the Selectmen — E. P. Hall, James D. Wilson 
and William Stewart — form a sub-committee to handle 
gravel pits. And they have thoroughly inspected all the 
operating pits now known to exist here. Some operators 
have been called on the carpet, and have begun to grade 
and fill according to restrictions imposed by the former 
Board of Selectmen. 

Others, however, pose a real problem. And there will be 
more of these, as the pace of highway construction picks 
up, with Route 110 soon coming into the picture. 

This town should learn, from the difficulties of others, 
that it is essential to rigidly control the pits, and tore- 
quire a bond of the operator that is sufficiently large to 
actually cover all the work that must be done before the 
pit is abandoned. 

We have no intention to suggest that gravel pits be 
banned, nor that any legitimate business be controlled too 
strictly. 

But it is obvious, from the experiences of towns not far 
away, that some gravel pit operators will move in, take the 
gravel, and move out, leaving hideous scars as testimony 
of their brief presence. This must not be allowed to hap- 
pen here. Areas trom which gravel is taken can be graded, 
loamed and seeded, so that the land retains its value. 
This is not too much to ask of any pit operator. 

It looks as though the Selectmen are moving in the 
direction of more strict enforcement, and more sensible 
restrictions, plus larger bonds that afford greater protec- 
tion to the town. 

The faster they solve this problem, the better we’ll like 
it 


Mill Does Excellent Job 


Victor Mill Jr. deserves the plaudits of the entire town 
for the able job he has done, during the weeks since 
election, as acting town manager. 

He took over a task that was difficult enough in its 
normal responsibilities, and in a period when the town was 
so ‘‘shook’’ by the clean-sweep election that the transi- 
tion period was even more than normally confusing. This 
was a job that many men would have refused, and justly, 
on the grounds that it would take too much time, involve 
too much responsibility, and bring down the wrath of too 
many persons around his head, 

Mr. Mill, though, took the job and has done it well. 

He has escaped the wrath of most persons, by using 
good judgment and in not allowing possibly-explosive 
situations to boil up out of control. But in doing so, he 
has not left decisions unmade, nor allowed departments 
to merely coast along until a permanent manager is hired. 

All in all, it appears that he has done an admirable 
job under the most trying and difficult conditions. 


Rogers Brook A gain 


We hope no one will blame us if we keep our tongue in 
our cheek when speaking, and writing, about Rogers Brook 
improvements, 

For the story of the Brook is one long series of road- 
blocks and pitfalls, unseen until enthusiasm was at a high 
pitch. 

The latest episode is a case in point — the state was 
to design a plan that could be accomplished for the money 
in hand, some $175,000 locally, plus matching funds from 
the state, After practically assuring everyone this could 
be done, suddenly the state presented its plan to do part 
of the job, using most of the money.

knowing that it has every chance of failure — the support 
of the Greater Lawrence Chamber of Commerce has been 
enlisted. Acting Town Manager Victor Mill Jr. has sug- 
gested that this organization, which wishes to be of 
service in the area, might be able to follow through with 
the state on a level that will bring results. But until these 
are actually visible, we’re inclined to believe, on the 
basis of past experiences, that it won’t quite make the 


grade. 


In the meantime, the town itself could make life some- 
what easier for residents along the Brook’s course, by 
cleaning it out thoroughly. Debris of all descriptions can 
be removed, throughout the length of the stream. 

We can understand the residents’ feelings of frustration 
over the progress of negotiations with the state waterways 
division and their feelings, perhaps of bitterness, that all 


the good wishes in the world have not added up to one 


solid accomplishment, except the accumulation of plans 


on paper. And we hope, as they do, that the help of the 


Greater Lawrence Chamber of Commerce will be solid and 
substantial in its results. Even if it isn’t, we know the 
outfit tried — and that’s something. After all, where al- 
most everyone has failed, it would be expecting a lot to 


get immediate action from the state.

Supt. Edward |. Erickson said 
Wednesday that he believes most 
of the appointees have accepted 
the responsibility, after School 
Board members contacted them.

Board. 

After re-drawing the plans to 
include suggestions from the 
Planning Board, the definitive 
plans have been submitted and 
the public hearing held. All that 
remains is for the Board to once 
again study the plans and give 
final approval. 

Mr. Aveirod has not indicated 
how many homes he will build in 
this first year of construction on 
the site. 

Still Others 

Still another development is in 
progress, on acre lots, off Woburn 
st. Esquire Homes is planning to 
build about 15 houses there. 

And in the Strawberry Hill 
section, off Argilla rd., it is 
common knowledge this week that 
well over 20 houses are conten- 
plated in the near future. The 
property has only recently been 
involved in a transfer, it is under- 


stood, with the new owners 
planning to move forward rather 
quickly. 


Thus the total new-home con- 
struction reaches 347, without 
adding in the homes which can 
be built on land owned by deve- 
lopers in the West Andover area, 
for which no plans have been 
filed yet.
